open switch in front of the M entor 
station and plunged 
with 
frightful 
momentum into the freight house, se­ 
veral hundred feet distant, and there 
was 
transform ed 
into a 
mass 
of 
wreckage, which caught fire. 
Few people in the forw ard combi- 
r.ation car escaped death or injury. 
The rescuers fought the flames to 
recover the dead and succor the in­ 
jured. 
The latter were taken to Cle­ 
veland by a special train and removed 
to the hospital.

the switch was misplaced by a mis­ 
creant. with the deliberate intention to 
wreck the Limited.

ROOT RIVER 
DAMAGE 


Heavy Storm of Few Days Ago 
Caused River to Overflow its 
Banks—Crops are Injured 


toot river is very high, flooding the 
sjottoms, and many corn fields have 
been overflowed, causing great dam­ 
age. 
Three unusually heavy rains, 
occurring 
Thursday, 
Friday 
and 
Sunday, played havoc, and Root river 
was soon on a tear. Corn was grow­ 
ing nicely and where covered with wa­ 
ter will be a total loss, as it is too 
late to replant. Floods have occurred 
four years in succession and it is dis­ 
couraging for farmers on the 
low 
'lands. 
The rise, following the Sun­ 


d a y rain, was not as great here as 
looked for, and Tuesday the river was 
falling. Some damage resulted to the 
railroad bed in places, but trains have 
not been delayed on this division. And, 
although the water has been over the 
road leading from town over the flats, 
team traffic has not been closed. 
In the village of 
Hokah 
several 
large trees were blown down, while 
others were broken and damaged, and 
plum and apple trees were broken and 


stripped of fruit. 
The hail cut the 
fruit and vegetables, and gardens were 
damaged in all parts of the village. 
In the adjacent country districts is 
where the damage falls the heaviest. 
The storm in its severity seemed to 
strike in small sections. 
In 
Union 
valley, in the vicinity of the old poor 
farm and school house, the hail in­ 
flicted great damage, about 
ruining 
the corn crop and barley. 
The heavy 
run of water, also did much damage in 
all sections. 
In certain localities in 
Brownsville town and on the Hokah 
ridge the hail also inflicted much da­ 
mage, some fields of corn being ruin­ 
ed. The heaviest damage in all locali­ 
ties was from the washing of fields. 
And the three heavy rains of the past 
week, did great damage to all rough 
ridge farms and valley farms which 
caught the water from higher eleva­ 
tions. 
Fields of corn and grain were 
not only badly cut out, but much was 
covered over with dirt and sand from 
the ridges.

They were moved by the characteristic American ambition—the am­ 


bition for bigness. 


A small society ably managed, profitable, sound and strong, was not 


sufficient for these officers. They wanted to have the “biggest” insurance so­ 


ciety in the country. It was not worth, but bulk, that appealed to them. 


How typically American this is. Evidences of this spirit are seen on 


every hand. All classes of people are affected by it. Every community has 


its houses that are big and cheap. Every city and town has its display of 


wealth that is based upon size and show and not upon taste. 
Everywhere men boast of the amount they accomplish without regard 
to the manner in which they do it. Thefarmer brags of the number of acres 
he plows, even though he may lose much because of the faulty manner in 
which his work is done. The business man lauds himself upon the fortune 
he has piled up, even though scores and hundreds of innocent 
men 
and 
women have suffered through his acts. Universities grow jubilant over be­ 
ing “bigger” than the college, even though their work may not be any bet­ 
ter or even so good. 
It is the ambition for bigness that constitutes the ruling motive. 
As a people we are seemingly in the childhood stage when quantity is 
more attractive than quality. 
We have not yet learned that bigness is not greatness.. We have not 
yet learned that true worth is not to be measured in terms of square feet or 
of dollars and cents.—St. Paul News.

Bowen 
denies that he tried to steal or improp­ 
erly procure information.
